Haneeck County Well 
Represented At Forest 
Fire Conference 


Some 20 people from Hancock 
County attended the Mississippi 
Forest Fire Prevention Confer- 
ence held at the Edwards Hotel, 
September 14th in Jackson, Mis- 
sissippi. 

Area Forester Marion Parker 
states that the attendance from 
Hancock was close to the top, 
for the number attending from 
any County over the state. 

Parker states that the confer- 
ence aims were: to review the 
losses from and the causes for 
Mississippi Forest fires, to 
analyze effective means for reduc- 
ing the number and cutting the 
loss from forest fires, to develop 
and stimulate local action in for- 
est fire prevention. 

The meeting was opened by the 
Conference Chairman, Mr. Robert 
M. Newton, Sr., from, Wiggins, 
Miss. Within the two and a half 
hour meeting there were sever- 
al speakers. The principal ad- 
dress was by Governor J. P. Cole- 
man. Governor Coleman men- 
tioned that there was no better 
investment than that of forest 
fire protection. 

Direct cost of production for 
the landowner in the protected 
area of the State was 2 cents 
per acre. The fire loss in 1955 
on these acres was an average 
of 1.8 cents per acre. The fire 
loss on unprotected acres for 
the year 1955 was an average of 
$1.25 per acre. In his address 
he said, that he was for the 
forestry program, and that he 
was glad to see the improve- 
ment which the forestry pro- 
gram was making. 

Another very forceful speaker 
was District Attorney Boyce Hol- 
leman from Wiggins, Miss. He 
talked on the Law and the 
Courts and how it would be pos- 
sible to convict a person on the 
charge of setting fire to some 
other person’s woods. He read 
the law that was pertaining to 
Deliberate Wood Firing Is a Fel- 
ony: 

if any person wilfully, mali- 
ciously, and feloniously set on 
fire any woods. meadow, marsh, 
field or prairies, not his own, he 
shall be guilty of a felony and 
shall, upon conviction, be sen- 
tenced to the State Penitentiary 
for not more than two (2) years 
nor less than one (1) year, or 
fined not less than two hundred 
dollars ($200.00) or more than 
one thousaid dollars ($1,090.09) 
or both, in the discretion of the 
court.

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Holleman To Ask Jury For 


Penalty; Offers New 


The second trial of Dale Mor- 
ris, Montana cowboy, accused of 


the slaying of Charles Flink on 
November 22, 1955, began Monday 
in Judge Leslie B. Grant’s Court. 

Morris was first tried for the 
crime of murder in March of 
this year. Judge Grant, who pre- 
sided, declared a mistrial when 
a jury failed to reach a verdict. 

The courthouse was crowded 
Monday morning as examination 
of possible jurors began. 

Failure of 37 men summoned 
for jury duty to show up 
resulted in Judge Grant declar- 
ing that unless valid reason 
should be shown by these men 
as to why they did not appear 
fines of $100 would be levied 
on each man. 

An examination of 308 prospec- 
tive jurors resulted in the ac- 
ceptance of seven men at the 
close of court on Monday night. 
When Judge Grant was seated 
Tuesday morning, one of the 7 
men was unable to serve due to 
illness suffered during the night, 
and another was found to be 
over the age prescribed by law 
for eligibility for jury duty. 

Twelve jurors and two alter- 
nates were finally selected short- 
ly after 5 p. m. Tuesday evening. 
They are: Dolph Kellar, Pulp- 
wood business, Aaron Academy; 
Robert Baxter, electrician, Log- 
town; Emmett J. Niolet, Car- 
penter, Dedeaux; Don Haas, Oil- 
field Worker, Kiln; Lavon M. 
Shaw. V., A. Hospital employee, 
Sellers; Oliver Seals, Store own- 
er, Catahoula; F. J. Buttolph, 
Marine Engineer, Fenton; Eà- 
ward Shaw, truck driver, Beat 
4; John Mikovilje, Fishing Camp 
Owner, Kiln; Wesley Haas, R. 
E. A. employee, Kiln; Tom Cue- 
vas, Store owner, Catahoula; 
Rance Cuevas, electrician, Cata- 
houla; alternates are Tony Cue- 
vas, Catahoula; Felix Ladner, 
Leetown. 

District Attorney Boyce Holle- 
man will again seek the maxi- 
mum death penalty in his pro- 
secution of Morris. 

Edward McDonnell, Biloxi, and 
Cornelius Ladner, Bay St. Touis, 
are defending the 32 year old 
man, who was apprehended in 
New Orleans the night following 
the murder of Flink who was 
shot twice as he stood in the 
doorway of his home on High- 
way $80, which his widow said 
he had opened with the intent 
of investigating noises heard by 
her in their yard. 

Flink fell into the living room 
at the feet of his wife. He was 
pronounced -dead on the arrival 
of a physician. Two bullets had 
entered his body, one in the 
chest, and another in the back. 

At the time of the arrest of 
Morris, a gun from which the 
fatal bullets had been fired, a 
high powered rifle and many 
rounds of ammunition for each 
weapon were found in the red 
and white station wagon owned 
by him. FBI witnesses brought 
in by the state testified paint 
from a fender of Morris’ car 
matched scrappings found on a 
pine tree stump in the Flink 
yard, and portions of splintered 
pine wood, adhering to the car 
of the defendant the same type 
as those of a tree which had been 
hit in the Flink yard presumably 
by a car. 

Trial began Tuesday evening 
jn the hot over-crowded courtroog 
with the District Attorney calling 
the widow of the slain man as 
his first witness. 

Mrs. Joseph Wyman, owner of 
the Broadview Restaurant situat- 
ed across the highway from the 
Flink business establishment and 
home, was the second witness 
called. with Sam Peterson, who 
at the time of the murder was 
Chief Deputy Sheriff under John 
Egloff, then Hancock County 
Sheriff, the third and final wit- 
ness of Morris’ trial Wednesday. 

Three new witnesses were call- 
ed to the stand by the state 
this morning, when District At- 
torney Boyce Holleman sought to 
weld the chain of circumstantial 
evidence more securely in his 
prosecution of cowboy Dale Mor- 
ris for the murder of Charles 
Flink. 

Gregory Favre, newspaper re- 
porter. of Jockgon, Miss, was 
the firct to take the ctand im the 
crowded court reom where the 
hearing continued behind doors 
locked at the order of presiding 
Judge Leslie B. Grant. 

Favre at the time of the slay- 
ing of Flink was employed as a 
reporter for a Bay St. Louis pub- 
lication. 

He was riding as a passenger 


On Thursday morning, Wesley 
Haas, one of the jurors in the 
Morris trial was taken i and 
was replaced by alternate juror 
Tony Cuevas. 

Thursday morning witnesses in- 
cluded a Mr. Miller, collector on 
Toll Bridge; Mri Seferth, who 
helped Morris gef his station 
wagon out of the ditch, near mo- 
tel; where he was apprehended; 
Wesley Broome, chief of polico 
of ‘Ocean Springs; Robert Lar- 
key, key witness for the state, 
who gave practically the same 
testimony he gave in the trial 
last March. Larkey also agreed 
to take a Ite detector test ff 
necessary. 
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in a car driven by Sheriff’s Dep- 
uty Sam Peterson. 

Peterson was next called to 
testify by Holleman. Both men 
stated they saw a couple, man 
and woman standing on the 
highway about % mile east of 
the scene of the killing at the 
time the murder is supposed to 
have been committed. Peterson 
later identified the couple as Mr. 
and Mrs. Robert Larkey, key wit- 
nesses for the state in the first 
trial of Morris, in its attempt 
to prove Morris guilty of the 
crime. 

Mrs. Carmelita Saucier, Bay St. 
Louis matron who at the time 
of the murder of Flink was an 
employee of the Oasis night club, 
located on Highway 90 at the 
Mississippi-La. border was the 
next vattness. Mrs. Saucier 
testified she was returning to her 
home in Bay St. Louis from work 
on the fatal night. At 11:15. 
She said she noticed a red and 
white station wagon parked on 
the highway between 125 and 
150 feet from the business 
establishment operated by Flink. 
The car was not occupied at the 
time she passed it, she said. 
Traveling further east she also 
said she saw a couple, man and 
woman standing on the high- 
way, at approximately the loca- 
tion described by Peterson in his 
testimony. 

William Kenny, State Highway 
Patrolman was the fourth wit- 
ness to be called by the state. 
He repeated testimony given by 
him under examination durjng 
the first trial. Bullets found in 
the body of the murdered man, 
fired from a .22 automatic, 
grease and oil found on „a shear- 
ed pine tree in the. Flink yard, 
splintered wood of the type from 
the sheared tree on the under- 
coating of the Red and White 
Pontiac station wagon, admitted- 
ly owned by Morris when he was 
turned over to the Mississippi 
police after his arrest in a New 
Orleans motel, and a .22 auto- 
matic revolver in the car which 
ballistics later proved had fired 
the shots which killed Flink. 

With cross examination by de- 
fending attorney McDonnell, the 
witnesses maintained their stor- 
ies, l 

€ourt was adjourned for noon 
recess. 

With the introduction of sev- 
eral new witnesses by the State 
on Wednesday, Boyce Holleman, 
District Attorney will probably 
rest his prosecution sometime 
early today with the defense 
taking the stand. 

Two New Orleans police were 
added to the long list of witness- 
es called, by the State in the 
welding of a chain of circum- 
stanceg against Morris. Each ad- 
ditional link in the chain has 
added evidence which may add 
up in the State’s case against 
Morris.

As all other publie eating 
places, the school lunchrooms 
are periodically inspected, in or- 
der to insure safely from out- 
breaks of food poiscaing, the di- 
arrheas and dysenteries that come 
from unsafe foods and unsanitary 
fouodhandling 

To keep down outbreaks of se- 
rious contagious infectious dis- 
eases, our workers have given 
and continue to give, in both 
school clinics and health depart- 
ments, vaccinations against ty- 
phoid, diphtheria and small pox. 
And with the availability, in re- 
cent months, of polio vaccine to 
all school children, the fear of 
epidemic potio diminishes,’ as 
more and more children receive 
the complete dosage of three in- 
jections. Constant watch on 
the part of teachers and public 
health personnel for the occur- 
rence of any communicable dis- 
ease has materially improved the 
health situations in our schools. 

We continue to work for the 
day when every school in the 
state will make use of the per- 
missive law which empowers 
them to require for admittance 
vaccination against contagious or 
infectious diseases and a chest 
x-ray. 

A fine service in health edu- 
cation and athletics has been 
rendered to the schools of our 
state by the school health pro- 
gram, jointly sponsored by the 
State Board of Health and the 
State Department of Education. 
As a result of this fourteen-year 
old program, health education is 
now being taught and practiced 
in our schools to a great ex- 
tent than ever before. In addition 
to consultive services of our 
specialists in various areas of 
health, educational materials 
and films are available to schools. 
In one six month period, health 
film loans to schools totaled 6,- 
397. Already many teachers, in 
outlining their work for this ses- 
sion, have booked health films 
for the entire year. 

It is not only our privilege 
to do the many things necessary 
for the educational improvement 
and the care of the health of 
the pupils; but it is a responsi- 
bility and duty, which all of us 
now recognize as being absolutely 
necessary if our citizens of to- 
morrow have the proper educa- 
tion and go out into life with 
maximum physital and mental 
health.
